The world's eighth largest 
oil producer at its Mosul and Kirkuk fields, Iraq stands in greatest 
need of harnessing its rivers for power, irrigation and ilotxl control.

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Loss of Plane to Hungary Spurs 
Revamping of Airways Control

TT’ A S H IN G T O N — (N E A )— Steps are now being taken to see that nc 
^ more U S. airplanes get lost behind the Iron Curtain. 
Three incidents in the past two years have shown what happens 


when American planes do stray into S o v i e t -controlled territory. 
Fir^t was the U S. N avy privateer, en route from Weisbaden to 


Copenhagen, shot down over Latvia m April, 1950. 
Second was the shooting down of a Navy weather reconnaissance 


plane off Vladivostok last No%'ember. 
Finally there is the case of the Air Force t-ansport forced down 


in Hungary. 
Payment of the $120,000 ransom to release its four-man 


crew has stirred up the authorities to reduce chances of these losses. 
According to reports now available in Washington, the trouble in 


the case of the plane lost to Hungary was largely a matter of faulty 
communications.

The American plane had all necessary radio equipment. 
This 


included IF F or identiflcation friend or foe, V H F or very high fre­ 
q u e n c y . command radio, liaison radio, radio compass and the Gibson

The trouble is that none of the ground stations on the last leg of 


the plane’s Munich to Belgrade. Yugoslavia, flight had comparable 
equipment 


IT U R O P E A N airways control and radio communication are, in fact, 
^ very poor by American standards. 
Some countries are better 


than others. 
The heavily traveled Paris to London route has two 


well-defined airways. 
France maintains another airway to Marseilles. 


There are corridor airways to Berlin and Vienna. 
That’s about all. 
Trans W'orid and Pan American airways run their own communica­ 
tion systems for commercial operations through western and southern 
Europe. 
They have to do this in the name of the countries which

U. S Air Force and M ilitary Air Transport Service also run their 


own communications system. 
But they are limited to military fields. 
When M A TS special mission planes have to fly to civil airports in 


Europe, thev have to depend on local radio.

X H E R E IS a hitch, however, as to what system of communications 
A to adopt. 
The U. S. favors a very high frequency omni-range 


system, called VOR. now almost completely installed throughout this 
country. 
VOR gives a practically static-free signal easy for pilots

The British, ho-wever. are backing a Decca system which was de­ 
veloped and is owned by Bing Crosby’s Decca Records company. 
It 


bas been installed as a marine navigation aid in European waters 
since the war.

Even after agreement Is reached on which system to adopt for 


European airways, there w ill be some delays in getting the necessary 
installations 
About 50 stations will have to be equipped, and cost 


of each installation is $40,000 to $60,000 
Considering the high priority on ail U, S. electronics equipment for 


the defense effort, there seems to be little chance of getting American 
equipment for a European V O R system, or even the Decca system.
